The foregoing restraint 
is limited to confidential or trade secret lists or information obtained by O’Brien 
through her employment with Cokinos Young; however, nothing herein is intended 
to preclude O’Brien from using or obtaining the same or similar lists or information 
prepared or assembled by or obtained from sources other than Cokinos Young.

The 
foregoing sentence does not allow O’Brien to ask or tell a thtf^iparty to have a
